OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Fellow Citizens: 


Your committee, in compliance with former usage and the re- 
quirements of statute law, respectfully submit the following report 
of the condition of the several schools in town. 

On reference to the school registers it is found that you have 
made very few visits to the schools during the past year,—an indi- 
cation of your inattention to the present condition of your children 
and of a lack of interest in their future prospects. Your presenee 
in the school-room is a duty; you should not wait for an invitation 
to visit the school, but should visit it often, and co-operate with 
the teacher and committee for its welfare. When will parents 
realize their duty in this respect and perform it ? 

Our schools the past year have been generally satisfactory. The 
‘teachers have discharged their duty in an acceptable manner, and 
there has been no serious difficulty in any of our districts. Yet 
there is room for improvement. The selection of teachers is of 
great importance, and should receive increased attention. We be- 
lieve in selecting the best teachers and in paying them well for 
their services. ‘This matter we would urge upon the attention 
of all, especially of prudential committees — that a school Jive 
weeks in length under the charge of a competent and faithful 
teacher is worth more than one of ten weeks under a teacher of 
the opposite character; — more, the one is a real advantage, while 
the other is a positive injury. If we would keep first-class teach- 
ers in town, thereby giving our children the highest advantage to 
be gained from good ‘instruction, we must hold out the necessary 
inducement, and not be governed in the selection of teachers 
merely by dollars and cents. 

We found in our schools at the commencement of the year five 
different readers, seven different arithmetics, three different geogra- 
phies, and several different spellers. The disadvantagea nd incon- 
venience arising from the use of so many different text-books must 
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be evident to ail, while the advantage of having the same text- 
books in each branch, in a/l.our schools, must be equally apparent 
to all who are disposed to look at the matter in a reasonable light, 
and who have the interests of the pupils at heart. We have la- 
bored earnestly to secure a uniformity in this respect through o 
the town as far as the law permits, believing this to be our duty. 

We have completed the introduction of Hillard’s Readers, which 
had been commenced by our predecessors, and have introduced 
Worcester’s Spellers into all the schools. Itseems to be the opin- 
ion of many that your committee have been influenced by selfish 
motives in changing books, while the truth is, it has been one of the 
most thankless and unpleasant duties we have performed, requiring 
much time, care and patience, without pecuniary profit. If they 
could see the mass of worthless trash we have collected, for which 
we have substituted new books, for less than half their real value, 
they would cease their wholesale denunciations. 

In closing this report we are happy to congratulate you upon the 
condition of a majority of our schools, believing that they have 
advanced at least fifteen per cent. during the past year, and that 
they will compare favorably with those of other towns. 


District No. 1.—NoORTH WESTERN. 


Prudential Cémmittee, Levi H. Dow. 

Summer term, 7 weeks, and fall term,10 weeks, both taught by 
Nellie H. Gove. Whole number of pupils: summer 20, fall 18. 
Average attendance, 19 and 16. During the summer term only 4 
tardy marks, and 12 were not absent during the term. This ex- 
ample is worthy the attention and imitation of all our schools. 
The order was good, and teacher and pupils were united, rendering 
the progress gratifying. The remarks of the teacher, that she was 
assisted by the excellent example of the older scholars, and the © 
kindness of many of the parents, enable us to judge of the charac- 
ter of the school. We believe that Miss Gove’s scholars were made 
better, as well as wiser, because she realized, as all teachers ought, 
that true education does not consist entirely in learning well the 
lessons contained in the text books. 


District No. 2.—NORTH WEARE. 


Prudential Committee, Abner P. Collins, Nathan C. Cram. 

Summer term, ten weeks, taught by Addie S. Burtt, of Hillsbo- 
rough. Whole number pupils, 28, average attendance, 24. In- 
stances of tardiness, 9; dismissed, 7; a good record. Miss Burttis 
a good teacher, and endeavored to perform her duties faithfully. 
Had all the scholars evinced the same interest in their studies and 
desire to second the efforts of their teacher the latter part of the 
term, that they did during the first half, we should be able to con- 
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gratulate the district upon having had an excellent school. In her 
remarks, although she speaks highly of most of the pupils, we find 
these words: “A few of the larger scholars evinced a disposition to 
disobey the rules and to be careless and disrespectful in their con- 
duct.” 

Under such circumstances a profitable school is impossible; for 
the constant anxiety of the teacher prevents her from accomplish- 
ing satisfactory results, and from doing either herself or the school 
justice. In closing we would add that the improvement in this 
school was all we had a right to expect, under the circumstances. 

Winter term, eight weeks, taught by George H. Dodge, of Hop- 
kinton. Whole number of pupils, 36; average attendance, 28; in- 
stances of tardiness, 84,75 more than during the summer term. 
This teacher came to us well recommended, and we believe, under 
favorable circumstances, he can keep a good school. He says: “My 
connection with this school has not been pleasant. A few scholars, 
sufficient to influence the character of the school, seemed to take 
more pleasure in disturbing it and annoying the teacher than in 
pursuing their studies.” The truth of these remarks was made 
evident at the final examination; and although improvement in 
some of the classes was apparent, in others the change was in the 
wrong direction. 

We would earnestly call the attention of the parents of this dis- 
trict to the testimony of these two teachers, and ask them to use 
their infiuence and direct their efforts to overcome all obstacles that 
prevent this school from taking its proper rank. The talent of 
your children is second to none, and in most other respects your 
adyantages are superior. An improvement in the heating appara- 


tus, a few repairs in the school room, anda change in the arrange- 


ment of the seats are very much needed, but are secondary to the 
unity of effort and cordial support of the teacher, essential to prop- 
er discipline, upon which the success of all schools depends. 


District No. 3.—ROCKLAND. 


Prudential Committee, Moses R. Peaslee. 

Jennie M. Peaslee, of Weare, teacher of summer and winter 
terms. 

Summer term,ten weeks. Whole number of pupils, 43; average 
attendance, 36; instances of tardiness, 43; dismissal, 7. 

Winter term, nine weeks. Whole number of pupils, 53; aver- 
age attendance, 46; tardiness, 45; dismissal, 4; number attending 
to penmanship, 28. 

Miss Peaslee has added to her previous excellent reputation as a 
successful teacher. The evidences of improvement were very 
gratifying, especially when we take into consideration the large 
number of scholars and classes; also the great predominance of 
small scholars. This should also be taken into consideration when 
we call the order good. Weare glad to state that in this school, 
asin most of our others, the older pupils labored with the teacher 
for the good of the whole.

DIsTRIcT No. 4.—SuGAR HILL. 


Prudential Committee, Frederic Bragg. 


Medora Edmunds, of Weare, teacher. 

Summer term, seven weeks. Wages of teacher, $17.14. Num- 
ber of scholars, 22; average attendance, 18; not absent one-half 
day, 9; attended to penmanship, 11; arithmetic, 17; grammar, 3; 
geography, 5; composition, 5; history, 3; book-keeping, 1. 

Winter term, nine weeks. Wages of teacher, $32.00. Number 
of scholars, 26; average attendance, 23; not absent one-half day, 
10; attended to penmanship, 20; arithmetic, 25; grammar, 5; ge- 
ography, 14; composition 11; history, 2; physiology, 2. 

Miss Edmunds having taught in this district nine terms before, 
had the advantage of the other teachers in town. She is one of 
our best teachers, and understands very well how to keep her 
school “in sailing trim.” The appearance of the scheol at the ex- 
amination of each term was admirable. Order good. The profi- 
ciency and improvement of the scholars were fully demonstrated, 
and appeared highly satisfactory to us and many of the parents 
who were present. 


District No. 5.—CLINTON GROVE. 


Prudential Committee, Elisha A. Spaulding. 


Summer term, eight weeks, taught by Alice L. Smith, of Weare. 
Whole number of pupils, 34; average attendance, 27; not absent 
one-half day, 5; whole number of visits, 18; number attending to 
reading, 34; penmanship, 27; arithmetic; 27; grammar, 11; ge- 
ography, 15. A good school. The teacher toiled faithfully, and 
the final examination proved that her efforts had not been in vain. 
Order as good as could be expected in so inconvenient a school- 
room. A change in seats is very much needed. Discipline ex- 
cellent. 

Winter term, eleven weeks, taught by Jason P. Dearborn, of 
Weare. Whole number of pupils, 87; average attendance, 34; not 
absent one-half day, 14; number of visits, 44; number attending 
to reading, 357; penmanship, 30; arithmetic, 35; grammar, 15; ge- 
ography, 22; composition, 15; book-keeping, 3; algebra, 2. An 
excellent school, exceeding our expectation at its commencement. 
soth teacher and pupils manifested an earnestness in their labors 
that was gratifying, and is ever followed by more than ordinary 
success. We are glad to be able to congratulate the parents of 
this district upon the results obtained, and to acknowledge their 
interest. 

Mr. Dearborn is a faithful, conscientious worker, not afraid of 
hard labor out of the school-room as well as in, when necessary for 
the welfare and advancement of his school. We wish all teachers 
were equally earnest in their work. 
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District No.*%6.—CENTER. 


Prudential Committee, Daniel Johnson. 


The summer term of this school was commenced by Acsah N. 
Matthews, of Weare, who was obliged, with much reluctance on 
her ee and regret on the part of all others concerned, to relin- 
quish it, on account of a difficulty of the eyes, but we feel with her, 
that the time during which she was in the school-room was profit- 
ably spent. Sarah A. Marsh, of Concord, completed this term, and 
though laboring under the difficulties always incident to a change’ 
of teachers during a term, the improvement was gratifying to those 
present at the close of the school. We regretted that circum- 
stances prevented either of the committee from being present at 
that time, but feel confident that the parents and friends did the 
work well. Whole number of pupils, 35; average attendance, 31; 
instances of tardiness, 48; dismissal, 7; not absent during the 
term, 8. 

Winter term, nine and one-half weeks, taught by Luella E. 
Straw, of Hopkinton. Whole number of pupils, 37; average at- 
tendance, 31; instances of tardiness, 55; dismissal, 9; not absent 
one-half day, 9; attended to penmanship, 27. This was an ex- 
ceedingly pleasant and profitable term. The utmost harmony 
prevailed between teacher and pupils, and all seemed determined to 
accomplish a good work. In no school in town was the influence 
of the older pupils for good more marked, or the change greater 
In the beginning of the year there was a great lack of studious- 
ness, and a general restlessness was apparent, but before the close 
all seemed to have learned for what their books were. intended, and 
the order was excellent. We congratulate this district, and attri- 
bute the success of the schoolin part to the good sense of the 
parents. 


DistTrRicT No. 7.—EAST WEARE. 


Prudential Committee, L. B. Laney. 
Mary 8. Danforth, of Weare, teacher. 


Summer term, nine weeks. Wages of teacher, $26.00. Number 
of scholars, 27; average attendance, 22; not absent one-half day, 
1; attended to penmanship, 16; arithmetic, 14; grammar, 4; ge- 
ography, 8; composition, 8. 

Winter term, eleven and one-half weeks. Wages of teacher, 
$30.00. Number of scholars, 24; average attendance, 16; not ab- 
sent one-half day, 4; attended to penmanship, 24; arithmetic, 19; 
grammar, 3; geography, 8; composition, 2; geometry, 1; natural 
philosophy, 1. 

A wonderful reformation has taken place in this school during 
the past year, and it may now be numbered among the most or- 
derly in town. Close application to study was observed, and an 
unnecessary habit of whispering and studying aloud was effectually 
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cured. Inthe several visits masle to this school during the year, 
we invariably found good order, close attention to the studies on 
the part of the scholars, and careful instruction on the part of the 
teacher. The progress made during the year was exceedingly 
good. The map drawings by some of the pupils were the most 
perfect we have ever seen, especially those drawn by Etta Smith. 


District No. 8.—SoutTH WEARE. 


Prudential Committee, Alonzo H. Wood. 

Summer term, ten weeks. Taught by Eliza A. Gillis, of Ben- 
nington. Whole No. of pupils, 37; average attendance, 34; not 
absent one-half day, 3; No. of visits, 34; No. attending to read- 
ing, 37; penmanship, 30; arithmetic, 30; grammar, 20; geography, 
18; composition, 6; history, 3; astronomy, 5; algebra, 2. We found 
Miss Gillis at home in the school-room. There were many young 
pupils, requiring constant patience and watchfulness on the part of 
the teacher, which she possessed, and exercised in a high degree. 
Teacher and pupils were interested in their work, and improvement 
followed as a natural result. 

A set of outline maps has been purchased with the proceeds of 
an entertainment given by the school last winter under charge of 
Miss Gillis. 

Winter term, ten weeks. Taught by George L. Hadley of 
Weare. Whole No. of pupils, 53; average attendance, 46; not ab- 
sent one-half day, 4; No. of visits, 19; No. attending to reading, 51: 
arithmetic, 49; penmanship, 32; algebra, 8; grammar, 29; natural 
philosophy, 12; geography, 20; Latin, 5. This has been the high 
school of our town, embracing a higher class of studies, and more 
advanced pupils than any other. We have reason to feel proud of 
i, knowing as we do, that it will compare favorably with the mostad- 
vameed schools of other towns. The secret of its sucesss lies main- 
ly in the perfect union existing between teacher and pupils. They 
aimed high, and labored with their aim constantly in view. The 
pupils realized that Mr. Hadley was with them, not asa master, but 
as a teacher, and seemed as desirous that good order prevailed as 
did he. Where such co-operation exists itis almost unnecessary 
io say that the standard of order is high. 

We ought to state that the primary department of this school 
was under the efficient charge of Miss Sarah C. Eastman, herself 
a pupil, who deserves much credit for the faithful manner in which 
she performed her duties. 


District No. 9.—BARNARD HILL. 


Prudential Committee, George M. Favor. 
Summer term, ten weeks. Sarah E. Clough, of Weare, teacher. 
Wages, $20.00; No of scholars, 9; average, 8; not absent one-half 
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day, 2; attended to penmanship, 2; arithmetic, 4; grammar, 1; 
geography, 2. This was Miss Clough’s first effort at teaching, 
and it proved very successful. We doubt not that with experience 
she will become an efficient teacher. We found the school orderly 
at our first visit, and the teacher at her post. Miss C’s. manner of 
teaching is very good and the the pupils under her charge made 
excellent improvement. The examination was. highly pleasing to 
us, and we think it must have been to the parents who were present. 

Winter term, twelve and one-half weeks. Etta F. Gould, of 
Weare; teacher. Wages, $22.00; No. of scholars, 13; average at- 
tendance, 8; not absent one-half day, 1; attended to penmanship, 
11; arithmetic, 13; grammar, 2; geography, 5. Miss Gould suc- 
ceeded very wellin her school. The scholars were quiet and orderly 
and seemed anxious to learn, but some made rather hard work of 
it. The improvement in arithmetic and grammar was very good. 


District No. 10.—RIVER ROAD. 


Prudential Committee, William H. Marshall. 

Celestia C. Hoyt, of Dunbarton, teacher of both terms. 

Summer term, nine weeks. Wages of teacher, $22.00; No. of 
pupils, 14; not absent one-half day, 1; attended to penmanship, 7; 
arithmetic, 12; grammar, 2; geography, 7. Miss Hoyt conducted 
the school very well. The exercises at the close of the term gave 
credit to the teacher, and spoke well for the diligence of the 
scholars. 

Winter term, ten weeks. Wages of teacher, $26.00; No. of pu- 
pils, 28; average attendance, 17; not absent one-half day, 3; at- 
tended to penmanship, 17; arithmetic, 20; geography, 12; book- 
keeping, 2. At our last visit we saw evidence of improvement in 
most of the studies pursued. Yet we cannot conscientiously say 
that the proficiency made this term came quite up to the im- 

rovement made in the summer term, The teacher who teaches 
in this district has the benefit of a pleasant school house, furnished 
with outline maps, two large blackboards and a clock. 


District No. 11.—MOUNTAIN. 


Prudential Committee, Moses W. Cram. 

Summer term, eight weeks, taught by Octavia E. Gould of 
Weare. Whole number of pupils, 10; average attendance 7 3-8; 
not absent one-half day, 2; instances of corporal punishment, 2; 
number of visits, 21; number attending to reading, 10; penman- 
ship, 5; arithmetic 7; grammar, 2; geography 2; composition 1. 
A quiet, orderly school and good improvement made. The teacher 
remarks: “This ismy second term in the district. With one ex- 
ception, the pupils have been always ready to obey the rules of the 
school, and respectful at all times. We learned our lessons before 
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we left them. Unvarying kindness and cordial co-operation in my 
efforts, have been manifested by the citizens of the district.” A 
tribute to the people of No. 11, which we have no doubt they de- 
serve. We were glad to see 50 many present at the final examina- 
tion, which was cr “editable to all. 

Winter term, ten weeks, taught by Fred M. Colby, of Warner. 
Whole number of pupils, 13; average attendance, 10; not absent 
one half day, 2; number of visits, or: number attending to read- 
ing, 13; penmanship, 10; arithmetic, 9; algebra, 1; grammar, 3; 
geography, 4. This was Mr. Colby’s first attempt to teach, and 
doubtless he tried to do his duty. It requires skill to manage a 
small school in such a manner as to keep alive, among the pupils, 
an interest in their work. Owing to circumstances beyond our 
control we did not have an opportunity to note the progress made 
during the term. We found everything quiet at the final examina- 
tion: almost too much so. We like to see some life, not of the 
boisterous, blustering kind, but a lively interest in the duties and 
labors of the school-room. Experience is essential to success in 
teaching as well as in every other r pursuit, but we all have to make 
a beginning. 


District No. 12.—BuxToNn’s. 


Prudential Committee, Almon L. Sleeper. 

Summer term, 10 weeks, taught by Sarah C. Eastman, of Weare. 
Whole number of pupils, 19; average attendance, 16; not absent 
one half day, 1; number of visits, 4G; number attending to read- 
ing, 19; penmanship, 7; arithmetic, 15; grammar, 2. “We were 
very much pleased with the appear ance of this school, and are sure 
that great progress was made. ‘The teacher labored earnestly and 
profitably. She remarks: ‘The pupils have been prompt, obedi- 
ent and respectful at all times. I think they understood their les- 
sons well as far as-they went. To the parents I cannot be too 
grateful for their kindness.” There was a good attendance at the 
tinal examination, which was satisfactory to us, and creditable to 
teacher and pupils. 

Winter term, 9 weeks, taught by Almon L. oleae of Weare. 
Whole number of pupils, 22; average attendance, 20; not absent 
one half day, 7; number of visits, 10; number attending to read- 
ing, 22; penmanship, 8; arithmetic, 20; grammar, 9; ceography 3 3 
algebr a,%. The teacher had taught three terms in the dintaddhetres 
viously ; and consequently was w ell acquainted with the material 
to work with. We found the school orderly and studious. Final 
examination good, especially in arithmetic. A class in mental 
arithmetic showed great promptness and accuracy in the use of 
numbers. Weare always glad to see an interest manifested in 
this study, and recommend it to ali our schools as of great practical 
benefit. Practice makes a ready reckoner. 
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District No. 13.—DEARBORN’S. 


Prudential Committee, Jesse N. Gould. 

Summer term, eight weeks. Taught by Etta F. Gould. Whole 
No. of pupils, 11; average attendance, 10; not absent one-half day, 
4; instances of corporal punishment, 3; No. of visits, 17; No. at- 
tending to reading, 11; penmanship, 4; arithmetic, 10; geography, 
5. Miss Gould’s first school. She proved a patient, faithful teach- 
er. Order and discipline good. She remarks: “The scholars 
have been obedient and generally truthful. I have tried to gain 
their affections, and not to require anything of them which they 
were not capable of performing. After the first week there was 
but one instance of whispering.” Parents, don’t put off visiting 
school till the last day of the term. Visit it often, and cheer the 
heart of the teacher, and show your children that you are interest- 
ed in their progress. 

Winter term, ten weeks. Taught by Alice L. Smith, of Weare. 
Whole No. of pupils, 17; average attendance, 12; not absent one- 
half day, 3; No. of visits, 26; No attending to reading, 17; pen- 
manship, 7; arithmetic, 17—all of them; grammar, 3; geogra- 
phy, 3; book-keeping, 2. This was the third school taught by 
Miss Smith in town, during the year, which is an evidence of the 
estimation in which she is held as a teacher. We were much 
pleased at the close of this chool to note the progress made. The 
promptness and general correctness of the answers were pleasing 
and impressed us with the fact that work had been done. More 
than ordinary improvement was made in reading and arithmetic. 


District No. 14.—O1m MILL VILLAGE. 


Prudential Committee, Abner Frost. ; 

Summer term, ten weeks. Mary A. Emerson, of Weare, teacher. 
Wages, $28.00; No. of scholars, 30; average attendance, 26; not 
absent one-half day, 2; attended to penmanship, 22; arithmetic, 24; 
grammar, 15; geography, 15. At our first visit the school was not 
as orderly as it should have been, and in making some remarks be- 
fore leaving, we urged the scholars to be kind and obedient to 
their teacher, who would undoubtedly labor faithfully for their ad- 
vancement. About the middle of the term we called again and 
found the school progressing slowly. At the close it was evident 
that the pupils had made fair improvement in the several branches 
pursued. We were glad to find so many attending to writing —a 
branch which is much neglected in our schools. A new school- 
house in district No. 14 would be an excellent thing for the place, 
the teacher and the pupils. 

Winter term, thirteen weeks. John C. Marshall, of Weare, 
teacher. Wages, $42.00; No. of scholars, 38; average attendance, _ 
51; not absent one-half day, 12; attended to penmanship, 20; 
arithmetic, 30; grammar, 16; geography, 15; history, 3; book- 
keeping, 7. The teacher evidently endeavored to perform his duty 
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faithfully, and the pcliclars were disposed to profit by his instruc- 
tion. Mr. Marshall fully sustained his former reputation as an effi- 
cient teacher. We were pleased to find seven pupils studying Ad- 
ams’s Book-keeping, and we would recommend it to all our schools. 
The progress made in the several branches pursued was satisfacto- 
ry, when we take into consideration the dilapidated condition of the 
school-house in which the scholars were obliged to convene. 
There are many pupils in this school who are capable of becom- 
ing excellent scholars, and we would urge upon parents the duty 
of giving them all the opportunities of acquiring an education 
which may be in their power to afford.

instances of tardiness, 26 ; attended to penmanship, 23. Shaw’s Spel- 
lers and Definers were used with much adyantage. A set of Cor- 
nell’s outline maps were purchased during the term, and we wish 
the schools without them would follow the example. Order good. 
Teacher and pupils worked together, and we felt that they \ were 
made better by the relations existing between them.

book-keeping, 1. This term of school was a very pleasant and 
successful one. The teacher was faithfully devoted to her task, 
and by her kind efforts kept the school quiet and industrious. 
Commendable progress was made in the studies pursued.
